pending on the town coun¬ 
cil’s approval of a risk 



assessment. 

The first visible affects 
of the landslide appeared 
in late December when a 
chalet named “Top Shack” 
was pushed forward to a 
30-degree angle. This has 
continued to move and at 
least two further chalets 
have also been moved by 
the slip. 

Mr Edgar met with the 
chalet owners on Sunday 
to discuss their plans. Indi¬ 
vidual insurers have also 
been inspecting the proper¬ 
ties. 

Mr Edgar said: “The 
three worst affected are 
numbers 34, 35 and 44, 
which have tipped for¬ 
ward. I met with all the 
owners of these chalets on

ROSS Packman, from Raymonds Hill, near Lyme 
Regis, is taking on the 630-mile challenge of hik¬ 
ing the South West Coast Path this year in aid of 
the Alzheimer's Society. 

He chose to support the charity after seeing the 
affects of the illness first hand when his late pa¬ 
ternal grandmother suffered with dementia, and 
he was inspired to take on the hiking challenge 
by Paul Smith's 2009"Twitchhiker" adventure. 

Ross' own adventure will be called "Forgotten 
Paths". 

The former Woodroffe School pupil, now 27, 
works as a bar manager at the Harbour Inn in 
Lyme Regis and is also a volunteer with the Na¬ 
tional Trust in East Devon. 


• HOW did you come up with the idea of Forgotten 
Paths? 

My main inspiration was Paul Smith's 2009"Twitchhiker" 
adventure, in which the writer hitchhiked from Newcastle 
to New Zealand, via Europe and the USA, on only the 
goodwill gestures of Twitter users. I found it incredible 
that our much-maligned social media nevertheless holds 
the power to genuinely bring together people on the 
global stage to assist in charitable endeavours. 

I hope to emulate that on a much smaller scale with For¬ 
gotten Paths, by using Facebook,Twitter and Couchsurf¬ 
ing to find places to stay as I hike, encouraging 
word-of-mouth about both my adventure, and my cho¬ 
sen charity. 

• WHY choose the Alzheimer's Society as your char¬ 
ity? 

My late paternal grandmother was a dementia sufferer, 
which means I have first-hand experience of the effects 
of dementia on both the sufferer, and those around them. 

There are 800,000 people with dementia in the UK, with 
numbers set to rise to one million by 2021. While it is pos¬ 
sible to develop dementia early in life, the chances of 
doing so increase dramatically with age. One in 50 people 
between the ages of 65 and 70 have a form of dementia, 
compared to one in five people over the age of 80. 

• WHAT are you most looking forward to about the 
challenge? 

Large stretches of the South West Coast hold special 
memories for me, so I'm looking forward to revisiting 
favourite spots with a fresh perspective.The collaborative 
nature of Forgotten Paths means that I'm hoping to meet 
lots of new, not to mention altruistic, people. If I reach 
Poole unscathed, I hope the hike will have been an em¬ 
powering experience. A tan would be nice too. 

• WHAT are you most worried about? 

Angry farmers, fifty days of torrential rain, and pumas! 

• HAVE you been doing any training for the chal¬ 
lenge? 



I've been walking regularly since taking part in theThree 
Peaks challenge last year, with Chideock to Lyme along 
the South West Coast Path being a favourite route. I re¬ 
cently completed the second half of the East Devon Way, 
an inland route that starts in Exmouth and ends on the 
county border in Uplyme. On top of regular hikes, I've 
been swimming three hours a week and I try to get out 
sea-kayaking whenever the surf, weather and/or fishing 
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are favourable!. 

• WHAT will you be taking with you? 

I need to be prepared to wild camp if Twitter fails me on 
the trip, so I'll be carrying the necessary camping equip¬ 
ment such as a tent, sleeping bag and cooking equip¬ 
ment. I'm currently approaching corporate sponsors for 
assistance, so if any companies would like to get involved, 
head over to www.forgottenpaths.org 

• HOW did you get involved with the National Trust? 
After returning to the area following redundancy, I found 
myself lacking in both direction and drive. With some 
timely encouragement last August, I decided that I 
should volunteer and try something new, and the Na¬ 
tional Trust's work is something I feel is of genuine worth 
to the country. 

• WHAT do you do as a volunteer ranger? 

My duties involve assisting the full-time ranger team in 
their conservation and preservation work at a variety of 
National Trust properties and sites in the area. At this time 
of year, this typically includes a variety of land manage¬ 
ment tasks such as hedge-laying and coppicing, but with 
the recent flooding we've also had a lot of pathway re¬ 
pairs to make close to the Branscombe yard. 

• WHAT are your other personal interests? 

I've always been an avid reader, and it's perhaps no sur¬ 
prise that recently I've been consuming a lot of wilder¬ 
ness writing from the likes of Jon Krakauer, Roger Deakin 
and Robert Macfarlane. 

• WHAT do you like about living in the area? 

I would say that the Jurassic Coast is surely one of the 
most arresting landscapes in the world. The juxtaposition 
of rugged coastline and the quintessentially British pas¬ 
toral interior is something you'd be hard pressed to find 
anywhere else. 

• WHAT would you change about the area if you 
could? 

While studying for my music management and market¬ 
ing degree, I was heavily involved in the grassroots UK 
live scene. For all the politics and egotism, I still miss 
being immersed in that culture, and wish the area could 
sustain the same level of musical community. 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and why? 

I travelled up the East Coast of Australia in 2011, and 
would love to return to the town of Agnes Water/1770. A 
small, slightly bohemian community, a lot of the back¬ 
packers pass Agnes Water by, but I loved the laid-back at¬ 
mosphere. It's also the most northerly surfing beach on 
the east coast, so the competition for breaks isn't so 
fierce!

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Town calls for a by-election

AN election will be held 
to fill the vacancy on 
Lyme Regis Town 
Council, created by the 
death of six-times mayor 
Barbara Austin MBE - 
if more than one candi¬ 
date comes forward. 

The required number 
of electors (ten or more) 
wrote to the West Dorset 
returning officer calling 
for an election and a no¬ 
tice advertising this will 
be published on Tues¬ 


day, March 5th. 

If more than one person 
is nominated, an election 
will be held on Thursday, 
April 11th. 

If there is only one can¬ 
didate, the council will 
have the power to co-opt. 

One candidate has al¬ 
ready indicated her inten¬ 
tion to stand - Jill 


Newton, a freelance writer 
and marketing consultant 
who lives in Sidmouth 
Road. 

Ms Newton was part of 
the team that redesigned 
the Lyme Regis Town 
Council holiday brochure 
this year and she was press 
officer for last year’s suc¬ 
cessful Earth Festival.

them removed in the next 10 days. 

“The site is being monitored on a regular basis to check 
if there is any real danger. The slip is progressing but 
slowly. It’s a very slow creep. 

“We have also been having discussions on remedial 
work and how to stop this kind of thing happening again. 

“We’re hoping these chalets can be made safe in the 
next fortnight so people around the area will feel a little 
safer and we can have a closer look at the slip.” 

The deputy town clerk said that the option of demol¬ 
ishing affected chalets was not a town council decision 
but down to the chalet owners. 

He said: “There is an emerging opinion from those ad¬ 
versely affected that it might be of their benefit to get 
one contractor in to do all the necessary work. 

“Discussions are taking place with the contractor about 
the option of removing all the chalets affected by dam¬ 
age. This is not a town council decision. The chalet own¬ 
ers have to individually and collectively agree on this. 

“It is down to them. We have been involved in some 
of the facilitation of this but we are not involved in the 
decision-making. 

“We would work with any contractor appointed - not 
employ them ourselves - but work with them to provide 
skip sites, compound sites, etc.” 

When asked if the affected chalets would be replaced, 
Mr Edgar said this would depend on the views of engi- 
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neers and he could not give a definite answer. 

“There would be a consultation period where the whole 
area will be re-monitored and remediation work carried 
out,” he added. 

“It will be assessed by the council engineer - probably 
a county engineer as well - to make a decision on 
whether the chalets will be replaced. The stability of the 
area will dictate whether they will be rebuilt in the same 
place or not. 

“Our aim is to keep as many residents as possible as 
it’s a great income for Lyme Regis. We all love going 
down there.” 

The town council reported that five chalets in total had 
been affected by the slip - four that have been pushed 
forward, two of which are quite visibly affected, and a 
fifth which has been damaged by a wall that has fallen 
down. 

Mr Edgar said: “The number of chalets immediately 
affected is five. More have been cordoned off but these 
are not immediately affected by the slip. 

“The town council has been very good and responsive. 
They have continuously talked to us and we would like 
to keep a rapport with them as we go on.” 

Referring to the police decision last week to close the 
road and block access to the chalets, which was later re¬ 
opened after a West Dorset District Council engineer in¬ 
spected the site, Mr Edgar continued: “It’s a very 
difficult situation and sometimes decisions have to be 
made that not everyone likes, such as road closures, but 
it’s just a precaution. 

“The main thing is to keep the people in the chalets and 
immediate surrounding areas up-to-date and informed 
on what is going on, and the council has been doing 
that.”

Guitar record to attract thousands 


LYME Regis businessmen are aiming to boost the town's 
coffers with a Guinness world record attempt that will 
bring a hoped-for 2,000 guitarists from all over the UK to 
the beach this summer. 

Local restaurateur Mark Hix has linked up with former 
music business PR, Geoff Baker, in a bid to stage a one- 
off event - Guitars On The Beach - aimed at attracting 
huge crowds to the town. 

The record attempt will see the formation of "Britain's 
biggest band", which organisers say they intend to make 
at least 2,000-strong. 

Organisers are inviting all amateur guitarists - of what¬ 
ever ability - to join in the record bid for the most gui¬ 
tarists playing one song together - The Beatles'"Two Of 
Us", from the Let It Be album. 

Mr Baker said: "We've chosen Two Of Us' because it's 
an easy song for anyone to play or learn up." 

The idea was born from Mr Hix's plans to stage three 
big fish festivals in Lyme this summer - a Crab Festival in 
June, a Mackerel Festival in July and a bumper weekend 
Food Rocks festival in September. 

"We're still working out which date will be right for Gui¬ 
tars On The Beach but it will be held around one of Mark's 
fabulous festivals," said Mr Baker, who will be finalising 
publicity plans for the festivals with Mr Hix next week. 

Organisers set up a Facebook page for the guitars event 
this week and already 80 guitarists from all over the UK 
have signed up to take part. 

Mr Baker added:"Once we've settled on a date and can 
announce it to all of the music magazines and guitarists 
websites, then I think we'll get hundreds signing up - 
loads of people will want to play themselves into the 
record books by being in Britain's Biggest Band. 

"I've spoken to Andy Cable, who runs our nearest music 
shop in Axminster, and he says he knows of at least 200 
guitarists in the area. Even if they are shy they could lose 
that shyness in a crowd of 2,000." 

Organisers are hoping that the event will include the 
Dorset-based guitar hero Robbie McIntosh - the former 


lead guitarist with Paul McCartney, The Pretenders and 
John Mayer - who is currently gigging with chart-topper 
Sinead O'Connor. 

"If Robbie's not doing a gig with Sinead he says he'll do 
it," said Mr Baker, who will be inviting other famous gui¬ 
tarists to take part. 

"I figure that if we can get 2,000 guitarists playing one 
song altogether we will not only attract TV and radio 
crews to the town, which will be great publicity for Lyme, 
but also they will put a few quid in the town's tills. 

Raising money 

"Most people travelling to an event like this won't come 
on their own, they'll bring a partner - so that could be 
4,000 extra people in town. If they spend £20 while 
they're here, which doesn't seem unlikely, that's an extra 
£80,000 that could be spent in Lyme." 

Mr Baker said that he hoped the event would raise 
money for local charities and one national charity. 

"I have to discuss with Mark what charities should ben¬ 
efit from this. I know he's a big supporter of sea-associ¬ 
ated charities. If we have people out collecting with 
buckets I think we'll raise a packet." 

Mr Baker said he would also be holding talks with the 
town, district and county councils, and the Lyme Traders 
Organisation, in order to best organise and publicise the 
event once the date for Guitars On The Beach has been 
agreed. 

A similar event to set a USA record was staged in Luck- 
enbach, Texas, in 2009 and attracted 1,857 guitarists. 

Mr Baker continued: "We want the UK record to beat 
that figure. We've been in touch already with the good 
folks of Luckenbach and they've sent their support and 
best wishes for the Lyme record attempt. 

"The event will be great fun and we're inviting all gui¬ 
tarists of whatever age to join the band - which we've 
called The Two And A Bit Band, as we think there's going 
to be quite a few of us."

DORSET’S police budget is expected to go up by just 
under two per cent - the maximum allowed without a ref¬ 
erendum. 

Police and Crime Commissioner Martyn Underhill says 
the rise, expected to be approved today, February 7th, will 
cost households an extra seven pence a week. 

Mr Underhill, in his Policing Precept report to today’s 
Police and Crime Panel, says the rise will help fund meas¬ 
ures that include the recruitment of another 12 police of¬ 
ficers. 

The 1.95 per cent precept increase for 2013/14 will 
amount to £183.51 for a Band D property - a rise of £3.51 
on the current year. 


The proposed budget allows for the recruitment of the 
police officers, increasing the number of Special Consta¬ 
bles through a campaign which has just started and con¬ 
tinues until March 4th, and improving support to victims. 

The Commissioner says that Police Officer recruitment 
in Dorset has been suspended since June 2010. If the 
committee agree his proposals it will mean taking on the 
12 officers from June this year. 

But because of the freeze on recruitment the force will 
still see a reduction of 38 officers - compared to the orig¬ 
inally anticipated reduction of 50. 

“With the extension of the Government’s austerity cuts 
to 2018 Dorset Police could be faced with not having any 
Police Officers with less than eight 
years service... There is a danger that 
we will begin to be unrepresentative 
of the community that we are policing 
and lose vital skills and leadership po¬ 
tential that new officers can bring,” 
said Martyn Underhill. 

“The possibility of raising the pre¬ 
cept has not been made lightly. This 
1.95 per cent option is the best balance 
between sustaining the Force and 
seeking to limit the impact on council 
tax payers” 

“I want to ensure security in the 
home and safety in public places. We 
need to invest in our force to do this. 
On my visits to towns and villages 
across Dorset, I have been told repeat¬ 
edly that people want a more visible 
force. My priority is to keep people in 
Dorset safe and feeling safe. I am ask¬ 
ing people for an extra penny a day to 
sustain frontline policing, to help cut 
crime”

CHANGES in wind direction 
could kill many more seabirds 
which have come into contact 
with an oily substance and which 
have been washed up along the 
West Dorset coast. 

Since Thursday of last week 
hundreds of seabirds have died 
and thousands have been washed 
up covered in the substance. 

Marine conservation officer 
Emma Ranee said a north-west¬ 
erly wind was blowing many 
birds out to sea which would 
limit the ability of rescuers to 
reach them. 

“This will also increase the 


overall number of fatalities,” she 
said. And it is feared that winds 
from the south and west could 
bring even more dead birds 
ashore between Cornwall and 
West Sussex. 

Best chance 
of survival 

More than 300 birds, mostly 
guillemots but also some razor¬ 
bills, are being treated at the 
RSPCA West Hatch centre near 
Taunton, Somerset. 

Peter Venn, manager of the 
centre, said: “It is still early days 
and hard to say how the birds 


Massive response to appeal for towels 


LOCAL radio station Wessex 
FM has launched a towel ap¬ 
peal to help the RSPCA clean 
them up the stricken birds. 

Programme manager James 
O'Neill said: "As the station is 
at the heart of the commu¬ 
nity we all wanted to do 
something and collecting 
towels seemed to right thing 
to do." 

More than 200 birds have 
been rescued so far and the 
appeal launched last Friday 
has seen hundreds of towels 
donated by listeners. 


One Wessex FM listener, 
Sandra Hallett, travelled over 
seven miles to drop off bags 
of towels and washing up liq¬ 
uid. 

She said: "I was so appalled 
at what was dumped in the 
sea. It is their home, 
and while many have died, 
the RSPCA can at least help 
many of those who have 
wings and feathers clogged 
up so they can recover and be 
released back to the sea.' 

Wessex FM managing direc¬ 
tor Steve Bulley added: "We 


knew our listeners would 
want to help but have been 
astonished by the speed and 
size of the response." 

The station has been sup¬ 
ported from local businesses 
Groves Nurseries in Bridport 
and the Pavilion Theatre in 
Weymouth who have agreed 
to be collection points, and 
local printers Weyprint who 
supplied the posters. 

The Wessex FM team will be 
delivering the donated towels 
to the RSPCA this week. 


will survive in the long term. 

“We don’t know what this sub¬ 
stance is or what it might be 
doing to the birds. 

“But we can say the margarine 
does seem to remove it and we 
are doing all we possibly can to 
give them the best chance of sur¬ 
vival.” 

The society said the vast major¬ 
ity of the seabirds were rescued 
from Chesil Beach and along the 
West Dorset coast to West Bay 
and Lyme Regis, but others have 
come from the Isle of Wight and 
Cornwall. 

Scientists from the Environ¬ 
ment Agency identified 
the substance as a refined 
mineral oil, but said it was 
not from an animal or veg¬ 
etable-based oil. 

Tony Whitehead, from 
the RSPB, said investiga¬ 
tions were continuing to 
establish what it was and 
where it came from. 

“It’s a refined mineral 
oil, which is a colourless 
and odourless substance, 
and it’s related to petro¬ 
leum jelly,” he said. 

“We don’t know where it 
came from and we need to 
do a lot more testing on 
this substance to try and 
track it back to its source.”

A MYSTERIOUS object found on Charmouth beach 
has been lighting up the message board of the Natu¬ 
ral History Museum. 

Geology student Aisling Hubert, from London, was 
fossil hunting on the beach between Charmouth and 
Lyme Regis when she spotted something so unusual 
she photographed and documented it. 

Her initial reaction was that the strange 20cm long, 
tube-like find was some sort of sea creature (pictured 
below right). 

The 18-year-old said: "I was looking for pyrite am¬ 
monites that are often found washed up in rock pools 
along the beach when it caught my eye. I had never 
seen and object like it before." 

So intrigued was Aisling (pictured right) that she 
posted the picture on the Natural History Museum's 
message board where unusual finds are identified by 
experts. 

She said:"Initially I thought it resembled some sort 
of tube worm. However, these live several miles down 
in the deep ocean so I was puzzled as to how it would 
have washed up on a Dorset beach. 

"I took a picture in hope that someone from the mu¬ 
seum would be able to help me discover what it was." 

The Natural History Museum's Stuart Hine took up 
the challenge of identifying the find - part of a year- 
round effort to identify creatures ranging from giant 
centipedes in urban flats to potentially damaging 
agricultural pests.

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New police chief will 
be holding a public 
meeting in Lyme

DORSET’S new Police and Crime Commissioner will be 
staging a public forum in Lyme Regis in the spring as 
well as visiting the town this weekend. 

Martyn Underhill, the county’s first PCC, has confirmed 
this in a letter to Lyme Regis resident Derek Hallett. 

Mr Hallett wrote to Mr Underhill following a hurriedly 
arranged meeting he had in Lyme with the Mayor, Coun¬ 
cillor Sally Holman, and Councillor Mark Gage. 

Mr Hallett said it was pity that Mr Underhill had not 
made it a public meeting, particularly as he did not visit 
Lyme in the run-up to the PCC elections in November. 

Mr Underhill replied stating that the PCC election suf¬ 
fered from poor publicity and he attended every “husting 
or public meeting” to which he was invited, adding: 
“Nick King (the Conservative candidate) and I were the 
only two candidates who attended every public meeting 
held across Dorset.” 

He continued: “Contrary to your view that I did not 
have the courtesy to hold a meeting, it is for the commu¬ 
nity to arrange a meeting and for the candidates to attend. 

Few invitations 

“This is particularly the case as an independent candi¬ 
date in the first ever election for a Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner because, with so few people knowing about the 
election, the invitations from communities was very low.” 

In his letter Mr Hallett said it was a “great shame” that 
Mr Underhill he did not arrange to meet the people of 
Lyme Regis when he met the Mayor and Councillor 
Gage. 

Mr Underhill replied: “I beg to differ. I met over 50 
members of the public by walking round the town and 
seafront. 

“There are many ways of engaging with the community 
and public meetings are only one of them. 

“In addition, my visit to Lyme Regis was arranged at 
very short notice because I was so keen to meet with var¬ 
ious people in the town and in a slower time period I will 
be holding a public meeting when I bring a Police and 
Crime Commissioner’s forum to Lyme Regis in the 
spring. 

“This forum will be the opportunity for the people of

Lyme Regis to share their policing concerns with me.” 

Mr Underhill also confirmed that he would be attending 
a meeting organised by the Lyme Regis and Marshwood 
Liberal Democrats at the Woodmead Halls this coming 
Saturday morning. 

After receiving the letter, Mr Hallett said: “I am pleased 
Mr Underhill bothered to reply and I am pleased he is 
calling a public meeting in Lyme. I did not vote in the 
PCC elections, like many other people, because I did not 
know all the candidates. It would have been nice to have 
met him before the election.”

Lyme Matters

W E should all 
count our 
blessings that 
we live in an area 
which is virtually 
crime free, one of the 
safest in Dorset. 

But even in this town, 
talk to the man in the 
street about policing 
and he would almost 
certainly say we need 
need mpre Bobbies On 
The Beat. 

Dorset’s new Police 
and Crime Commis¬ 
sioner, Martyn Under¬ 
hill, has already come 
to that conclusion and 
is putting up the police 
precept (the amount 


you pay in council tax 
allocated to run the 
Dorset Constabulary) 
by the equivalent of 
just one penny per 
household a day. 

By doing so he claims 
he will be able to put an 
extra 12 police officers 
on the beat. 

To justify his deci¬ 
sion, Mr Underhill says 
in a press release this 
week: “I want to ensure 
security in the home 
and safety in public 
places. We need to in¬ 
vest in our force to do 
this. 

“On my visits to 
towns and villages 


across Dorset, I have 
been told repeatedly that 
people want a more visi¬ 
ble force. My priority is 
to keep people in Dorset 
safe and feeling safe. 

“I am asking people for 
an extra penny a day to 
sustain frontline polic¬ 
ing, to help cut crime.” 


And referring to the 
austerity cuts forced on 
Dorset Police, he adds: 
“There is a danger that 
we will begin to be un¬ 
representative of the 
community that we are 
policing and lose vital 
skills and leadership po¬ 
tential that new officers 


can bring,” 

Mr Underhill says his 
increased budget will 
allow for the recruitment 
of extra police officers 
and increase the number 
of Special Constables 
through a campaign he 
has already launched. 

The Commissioner’s 
good intentions are 
slightly tempered, how¬ 
ever, when he goes on to 
point out that police offi¬ 
cer recruitment in 
Dorset has been sus¬ 
pended since June 2010. 
The extra lp per day in¬ 
creased precept will 
mean he can recruit 12 
new officers from June 
this year. 

But because of the 
freeze on recruitment 
the force will still see a 
reduction of 38 officers - 
compared to the origi¬ 
nally anticipated reduc¬ 
tion of 50. 


So is that 12 new Bob¬ 
bies On The Beat or not? 

You will get your 
chance to put this ques¬ 
tion to Mr Underhill on 
Saturday morning when 
he will be one of the 
speakers at a meeting 
organised by the Lyme 
Regis and Marshwood 
Liberal Demorats at the 
Woodmead Halls, start¬ 
ing at 10.30am. 

And as we report else¬ 
where in this paper, Mr 
Underhill, who did not 
visit Lyme Regis before 
his election, is planning 
to hold his own public 
meeting in the town in 
the spring. 

Few would begrudge 
paying an exta lp per 
day for a more visible po¬ 
lice presence on our 
streets. 

But if the Commis¬ 
sioner is putting 12 more 
police officers on the 
streets, will those of us 
who live in low crime 
areas reap the benefit, or 
will they be allocated to 
areas such as 
Bournemouth and Poole 
where crime is more 
prevalent? 

We should find out on 
Saturday morning. 


Little more the council can do 


SOMEONE stopped me in the 
street last week to say how 
awful the situation had become 
down at Monmouth Beach and- 
couldn't the council do more to 
help those who looked like they 
would be losing their hioliday 
chalets. 

It certainly is a worrying situa¬ 
tion for those who own the 
chalets and who could lose them 
altogether, especially if they have 
forked out a six figure sum in 


fairly recent times to acquire their 
holiday hideaway. 

Distressing as this must be, 
there has been a great deal of ex¬ 
aggeration about the extent of 
the probelms. 

According to the Daily Mail last 
week, as many as 18 chalets 
worth in the region of £200,000 
each (where did that valuation 
come from?) are about to slide 
into the sea. 

The dozen or so chalets that sit 


on the western end of the plateau 
are most at risk from the continu¬ 
ing Ware Cliffs landslide which 
has been going on for hundreds 
of years. 

Even if it was possible from an 
engineering point of view, the 
cost of stablising these cliffs 
would be prohibitive. 

The council's main priority has 
to be the safety of life and to do 
all they can to ensure that people 
do not take unneccesary risks.

ALL those out there who fancy yourself as a rock 
star, here's your chance. 

In another brilliantly creative idea, music PR 
Geoff Baker is getting together with top chef Mark 
Hix to stage an attempt on the Guinness world 
record for the most guitars being played at the 
same time. 

The event is being lined up for one of Mark's in¬ 
tended food festivals during the summer months 
to boost the local economy. 

The current record of 1,857 guitarists playing at 
the same time, set in 2009, is held by the Texas 
town of Luckenbach, whose organisers have al¬ 
ready sent a good luck message to Lyme. 

Geoff, who spent 15 years as Paul McCartney's PR 
man and is now a freelance journalist, is hoping to 
involve well known rock guitarist, Dorset-based 
Robbie McIntosh, a former lead guitarist with Mc¬

Lobster Pot, May 2012 

There sits a man on the quay at Lyme 
In the shady angles of ancient sheds, 

Bent to his work, but casting an eye 
On who might be passing by. 

Families with children and shrimping nets, 

Old ones hobbling along on cobbles 
Tapping their sticks and turning to watch 
The tide swelling into the harbour. 

Fishing boats stirring their keels in the mud, 

Swirls and ripples of sea-water surges, 

Tugged back home to the shore by the moon 
Creeping up white sand beaches. 

Where people squeal as they're surrounded 
By cool salt water, ankle deep, 

Wriggling toes in the softly silt, 

Hastily shifting their picnic things. 

And still there sits a man on the quay, 

Bent to his work, but casting an eye 
On those who might be passing by. 

We are drawn to a pile of lobster pots 
In the corner angles of ancient sheds, 

Stacked high, their circles and curves 
Traditional traps for lobsters and crabs. 

And the man on the quay weaves on, 

With his plastic tool that carries the thread, 
Knotting the fine green nylon web 
And casting his eye on who he might catch 
With his skills and his tales and his lively eye. 

His fingers do the work by feel and gauge 
The four inch grid required by law, 


Knotting and knitting his time-honoured craft, 
As he holds our gaze and explains how it's done, 
How he never took to learning in school 
But his father taught him the skills he needs,

"As well as the fishing I learned to make boats 
In the traditional ways of these parts, 

My very last student was a girl, he said, 

She was just as good as the lads. 

"Those lobster pots I also made", he waved, 
"From willow wands as my grandfather showed 
While he sat in the corner of the house, now blind, 
In his canny ways, still feeling the shape, 
Knowing by hand, not eye, it's well done." 

"At the age often I made my first one," 

Said the man on the quay at Lyme, 
"Anxiously waiting his verdict, I stood. 

Proud when he said, 'That'll do!'" 

We saw that pride in the work as his hands 
Steadily knotted the new net, and he 
Hauled on the line like the fisherman he was, 

As that man on the quay caught me 
Once more eyeing the lobster pot's 
Domed cage and withies' curve. 

Greenish willow forms the solid base 
Holding the structure firm, 

Tightly bound spirals in and out, 

Weave up and round and hold aloft 
The woven basket's narrow entry 
When the bait would be laid enticingly 
For the unwary lobster, like me. 

And that man on the quay, he stood like a flash, 
Grabbed a pot. I held it, and handed him cash.

IN 270 A.D., marriage had been out¬ 
lawed by the emperor of Rome, Claudius 
II. Claudius issued this decree because he 
thought that married men made bad 
soldiers since they were reluctant to be 
torn away from their families in the case 
of war. Claudius had also outlawed Chris¬ 
tianity in this time period because he 
wished to be praised as the one supreme 
god, the Emperor of Rome.

Valentine was eventually caught and 
was brought before the emperor. The 
emperor saw that Valentine had convic¬ 
tion and drive that was unsurpassed 
among his men. Claudius tried and tried 
to persuade Valentine to leave Christian¬ 
ity, serve the Roman empire and the 
Roman gods. In exchange, Claudius 
would pardon him and make him one of 
his allies. St. Valentine held to his faith 
and did not renounce Christ. Because of 
this, the emperor sentenced him to a 
three-part execution. First, Valentine 
would be beaten, then stoned, and then 


finally, decapitated. Valentine died on 
February 14th, 270 A.D. 

While in prison, waiting for his sen¬ 
tence to be carried out, Valentine fell in 
love with the jailer's daughter, the blind 
Asterius. During the course ofValentine's 
prison stay, a miracle occurred and Aster¬ 
ius regained her sight. Valentine sent her 
a final farewell note. He signed his last 
note, "From Your Valentine." Even today, 
this message remains as the motto for 
our Valentine's Day celebrations.

Just before he was put to death at the hands of King Claudius II 
for marrying the kings soldiers without the king's permission he penned a note to his love and signed it: From your 
Valentine. 

3. It is believed that a mount Holyoke college student by the name of Ester Howland created the first lace valentine 
in the United States from lace, ribbon and colorful pictures. She has become known as the Mother of the Valen¬ 
tine. 

4. Teachers receive more valentine cards than anyone else, even children. 

5. More than 650 million valentine cards are exchanged by children from ages 6-10 each year. Most of these cards 
are bought in the last 6 days leading up to Valentine's day. 

6 . Each year the city of Verona Italy receives more than 1000 valentine's addressed to Shakespeare's Juliet. It really 
is amazing how much affection a dead fictional character can attract. 

7. It was once believed that if a woman saw a flying robin on Valentine's day she would end up getting married to a sailor. 
If a sparrow was the bird she saw she would end up marrying a man that was poor and live a happy life, if she saw a 
goldfinch then she was to marry a man that was a millionaire. One can only wonder who she would marry if she saw a 
crow. 

8 . In 1929 at the height of prohibition Al Capone ordered the killing of members of a rival gang run by Bugs Moran 
in Chicago on Valentines Day. Authorities were unable to find any real evidence to tie Capone to the crime and he 
was never arrested or tried for the murder of these seven men. Instead he served his time for tax evasion. 

9. More than 9 million pet owners buy gifts for their pets for Valentine's day. Now that is what can be called real 
puppy love. 

10. It is estimated that 15% of the women in the United States who receive flowers for Valentine's day send them 
to themselves. There are no figures that tell how many of these women are married, single or in a relationship.

STIFF LITTLE FINGERS TO TAKE THINGS 'UP A 
GEAR' WITH RESCHEDULED BRIDPORT DATE 

Support for the Electric Palace gig comes form Edward Tudor Pole 


STIFF Little Fingers take things'Up 
A Gear'.The band will be touring the 
UK in March and are currently 
recording their as yet untitled 10th 
studio album set for release in 2013. 
As a very special closing show, SLF 
have announced that the last night 
of the tour will be celebrated with a 
special date at the Electric Palace on 
Monday, April 1st (Bank Holiday 
Monday) as the reschedule to their 
cancelled November date. 

To make the bank holiday date 
even more special, the Electric 
Palace has confirmed support from 
Edward Tudor Pole (Stiff Records). 
Tudor-Pole formed the band Ten- 
pole Tudor in 1977, and came to 
prominence after appearing in the 
film The Great Rock ’n’ Roll Swindle 
as a possible replacement for Johnny 
Rotten in the Sex Pistols. He sang 
"Who Killed Bambi?", "The Great 
Rock ’n’ Roll Swindle" and a cover 
version of "Rock Around The Clock" 
in the film and on the soundtrack. 

Stiff Little Fingers were formed in 
1977 in Belfast, Ireland. Along with 
the likes of the Clash, Sex Pistols, 
The Jam, Buzzcocks, Undertones, 
Sham 69, Stranglers, et al - Stiff Lit¬ 
tle Fingers were at the forefront of 
the punk movement. They wrote 
initially about their own lives, grow¬ 
ing up at the height ofTheTroubles 


in Northern Ireland, in songs like 
"Suspect Device" and "Wasted Life". 
In November of 77, they released 
those two songs on their own Rigid 
Digits label, and sent a copy to BBC 
Radio One DJ John Peel, who 
started playing it every night. 

These were the first of what became 
SLF’s signature style: lyrics that meld 
the personal and political, music that 
combines the energy of punk with in¬ 
fectious hooks, and delivery that rings 
of honesty and commitment. In 1979 
they became the first band ever to hit 
the UK top 20 album charts on an in¬ 
dependent label with their debut In¬ 
flammable Material. The album 
chronicles the band's anger and frus¬ 
tration at "the Troubles" in Northern 
Ireland, and calls on youth to create 
their own reality. 

After many studio albums and 
countless tours, Stiff Little Fingers 
find themselves more in demand 
than ever. They are currently work¬ 
ing on a new album, and many of 
the new songs have been debuted 
at live gigs, with tremendous re¬ 
sponse from fans. 

Though focused on their new ma¬ 
terial, they always play the old 
favourites at gigs. Jake said, "You 
have to strike a balance. The diffi¬ 
culty with a band like ourselves is to 
try not make it sound like a cabaret 



band. Obviously, it'd be very easy to 
go, 'Hey, here's another old one you 
may remember.' A lot of the old 
songs the audience greet like old 
friends. I suppose it's the same as 
any band that's been around for 
any length of time. And yes, there 
are nights that we don't particularly 
want to play "Alternative Ulster" or 
"Suspect Device" because we've 
heard them 'til they're coming out 
our ears. But there's always the pos¬ 
sibility that somebody out there has 
never seen the band before, never 
heard them." 

But using the band's rich musical 
foundation as a building block, the 
time has come to bring the newest 
chapter of the band's music to the 
world. The new songs, penned over 
the last decade, show a definite mu¬ 
sical growth in the band. Plans are 
to record and release the new ma¬ 
terial in early 2013. 

Stiff Little Fingers are playing live 
at The Electric Palace, Bridport on 
Monday, April 1st.

Buckler horses finally back on track 


LOCAL trainer Bob Buckler's horses had 
a mixed day following a three-week 
break due to the weather. 

Veteran campaigner The Sawyer 
found the distance just too much for him 
in the heavy conditions at Wincanton 
last Thursday, finishing sixth in the Car¬ 
olyn Brown Celebration Veterans' Hand¬ 
icap Chase over3m If. 

Prominent through the early part, he 
led the field in the middle part of the 
race but weakened as they turned for 
home to finish last of the six who com¬ 
pleted the course, four having pulled up 
in the grueling conditions. 

"He doesn't get the trip in that ground. 
He was enjoying himself for 2 3 A miles 
but then ran out of steam. 

" It wasn't a bad run at all, but three 
miles is too far, and he needs to come 
back to 2m 5f,"said Buckler. 

Ballyegan looked to be on track for 
success in the Jenkinsons Caterers Hand¬ 
icap Chase over three miles atTowcester 
the same day, but fell when well placed 
at one of the most difficult fences in 
Britain. 

Buckler said:"AndrewGlassonbury had 


him well placed but he got in too close 
to the 11 th, clipped the top of the fence 
and fell on landing. 

"He's always a bit sticky jumping the 
first couple but them settles down and 
generally jumps well. 

"Andrew said he was travelling bril¬ 
liantly and thought they had a good 
chance of going close. 

"The fence is one of the most difficult 
on a British course; you are going down¬ 
hill and there is a big drop on the other 
side. 

"Clipping the top of the fence didn't 
give him time to get his front feet down 
properly, and the momentum at a fence 
like that makes the horses back end 
twist, and he fell over." 

There was better news however in the 
last race when Never Says Never pro¬ 
duced an excellent run in the bumper 
race over two miles to finish third behind 
two class horses. 

Although David Pipe's Red Sherlock 
ran away to finish 23 lengths clear of the 
14 horse field, Buckler's charge was only 
2% lengths down on another highly fan¬ 
cied horse, Indian Castle trained by Dun¬ 


can McCain. 

Glassonbury kept the five-year-old, 
having the fourth race of his career, on 
the heels of Pipe's horse and followed 
him through to the head of the field as 
they turned for home three furlongs out. 

Although unable to stay with the win¬ 
ner, who is favourite for the Cheltenham 
bumper in March, he did well to keep 
McCain's horse close. 

"Although this was his debut, Pipe 
knew this was a serious horse, and he 
had beaten six of his other bumper win¬ 
ners in an in-house race at Sandown ear¬ 
lier, and is now favourite for the 
Cheltenham bumper. 

"McCain also thinks highly of his, and 
we finished less than three lengths 
down on him, so it was not a disgrace to 
finish third. 

"Towcester bumpers are not usually 
considered of the highest quality, but 
the winner was exceptional. 

"Our horse struggled a bit in the con¬ 
ditions as he has a gawky action which 
we hope will improve a bit as he gets 
older, but Andrew gave him a brilliant 
ride."
